Until recently till Institutions for 

instructing the deal were known as 
"schools for Ihe deaf and dumb." 
The term "dumb" is incottec! and 

has been discarded, now we have 

Simply "schools for the deaf." 

A deal person who cannot talk 
should mil be called deaf and dumb, 
bill deaf mule is the 00 r red term. 
Until Ihe last century the deaf 
had been very much neglected, not 
only by the Stale lull by civil zilion 

in general .and very often by their 
own relatives. 

In Greece and Rome they were 
considered very little above Ihe 

dumb animals. Parents though! if 
a curse of their Gods to have chil- 
dren born deaf. This notion of 
the deaf has be. n handed down as 

as inheritance from one generation 

loanolliet until modern t ime, when 

educators began to study tbe deaf 

as a class in civilization 

Study led lo Hut discovery of the 

faol thai the deaf as a class are not 

dumb by any means, tilt hough some 
deaf may be dumb as some speak - 

Ing and bearing people may be 

dumb. 

The deaf may be divided into two 
main branches, firsl the oongeni- 
tally deaf, and second, the adventi- 
tiously deaf. Each of the classes 
are subdivided. 

The term eongenitally deaf in- 
cludes till persons botn deaf, and a 
second Very important class known 

as ihe <|uasi congenital I y deaf. 

The latter class is composed of 
those persons who lost the sense of 

hearing so young that they do not 

remember hearing. 

Although the quasl-oongenltally 
deaf cannot remember sounds of 

wards anil senleiices very often tin- 
impressions have been made, and as 

a. rule he Iiub an advantage over 

those born deaf, as he is more easily 

taught speech lie will understand 

the mode and form of thought more 

easily than bis equally bright class 
mate who is eongenitally deaf. 

The former class, those adventi- 
tiously deaf, is divided into two 
groups, semi-mutes and semi deaf. 
A semi-mule is a person who 

members having spoken before be- 
coming deaf, lie is totally deaf 
but speaks more readily than the 
OOUgenitally deaf. The semi mule 
is not so liable to misuse phrases and 

synonyms in writing, 

A eongenitally deaf person will 
often use phrases grammatically 
correct bui altogether Inappro- 
priate. Many semi mutes speak 
very distinctly and are easily under- 

The semi-deaf class are not 
mutes, they as ti rule have pe<u 
liarilies of speech but usually speak 

distinctly. 

The s. mi-deiif think and express 

themselves In the same mannei as 
bearing and speaking people, and 

like Ihe semi mutes do not use so 

many Inappropriate phtasva in 
speaking or writing.
